Classified as a high-risk sport, 
committee members grappled 
with the decision of helping 


athletes compete and the risk 
and protection of those in the 
building. 

“We’re reducing contact,’ 
Chairman Margaret Larson 
said. ““We’ve been discussing 
this for hours and hours and 
now we’re having to enter- 
tain a situation where we’re 
inviting other people into our 
building and touching the 
same items and breathing 
heavily through their masks. 
This is a struggle for me.” 


Committee mem- 
ber Collin Black from 
Williamsburg said, “I really 
want to support the kids’ bas- 
ketball. I don’t want to say no 
just because. It needs to be a 
rational decision. It needs to 
not be based on fear. It needs 
to be based on what will be 
the best for our communities.”

the only CWMARS net- 
work library in the district. 
The immediate benefit is that 
this arrangement provides 
substantially greater access 
to a wider variety of mate- 
rials at no additional cost to 
the school or the individual 
towns. 

The GRSD encompasses 
172 square miles and Daviau 
has organized a system for 
picking up library materials 
and delivering either to the school or the 
local library. She has provided a stream- 
lined arrangement for all libraries to pro- 
vide access to materials for everyone. 

She believes this effort will provide 
a foundation for building a strong con- 
nection between the school, students, 
and community libraries in the future. 

“I believe the connections we’re 
making will be lasting so much longer... 
so that the next generation of parents and 
students can grow within their communi- 
ties. I look forward to this collaborative 
lasting so much longer than the pandem- 
ic,’ she said.

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Burn the holiday 
candles safely 


is the season of candles, lovely wicks 

and flickering flames dancing in the 

windows for passersby and the residents 
within to both enjoy. 

However, it is also an increased fire haz- 
ard and Monday, Dec. 14, is Candle Safety 
Day, to promote the safe use of candles in the 
commonwealth and raise awareness for the 
number one day for candle fires — Dec. 25. 
There are many handy safety tips to be used 
which will keep holiday dreams from becom- 
ing nightmares. 

Last year, a candle fire on Christmas Day 
in New Bedford caused $100,000 of damag- 
es, but fortunately no one was injured. The 
Orange Fire Department responded to a call as 
well, which had one injury and $3,000 worth 
of damage after a candle ignited a bedroom 
curtain. This is not uncommon as, according 
to State Fire Marshal Peter J. Ostroskey, about 
one-third of candle fires occur in the bed- 
room. In 2019, there were 92 fires, 13 civilian 
injuries, and 19 firefighter injuries caused by 
candles. 

“Remember to blow out candles before 
leaving a room or going to bed,” said 
Ostroskey. 

If using traditional candles, follow these 
tips to ensure the safety for your home and 
loved ones. Keep a one-foot circle of safety 
around the candle. This circle should be free 
of anything that can burn. 

Never leave candles burning when you 
are not watching them or when you’re falling 
asleep. Always extinguish candles after use. 
When you go out, blow it out. 

Use a non-combustible saucer or candle- 
holder. Keep candles out of reach of children 
and pets. 

Candle fires have dropped 73% since they 
peaked at 342 in 1999. There have been 10 
deaths in the last decade due to candle fires, 
but none since 2016. 

“Although candle fires are decreasing, 
we must continue to practice safe candle use, 
especially around the holidays,” Ostroskey 
said. 

One option for safety is switching to 
flameless candles and consider using flash- 
lights or battery-operated lighting during a 
power outage instead of traditional candles.

HILLTOWN HISTORY 
Oh, for an Axe to Grind

ow prepared are you for the cold this 
Heine Central heat has made fire- 

places a luxury to doze and dream 
by, but this wasn’t always the case. We do 
have more hybrid plans with central heating 
being supplemented by stoves and fireplac- 
es. 

So, many of you are doing more than 
just shaking hands with an axe! Nothing 
like splitting wood to work off the holi- 
day turkey or chase the covid blues away, 
huh? The pioneers surely thanked a sharp 
axe for getting the work of firewood done. 
Believe it or not but there was an axe factory 
at the top of Norwich Hill in Huntington, 
called the Hannum Axe Factory. It was in 
operation from 1815 until 1877. These men 
were known as edge tool makers, appren- 
tice schooled. The factory was located west 
of a triangle formed by Pond Brook Road 
(Route 66), Searle Road, and Cullen Road. 
The original axe maker was Caleb Hannum, 
born in 1785 in Belchertown, the son of a 
Nantucket whaling Captain. He married and 
had 10 children; four of his five sons went 
into the axe making business. Caleb died at 
age 44, leaving his 19-year-old son Caleb 
W. Hannum in charge of the business, with 
three brothers to be apprentices, ages 18, 15, 
and 6. The advantages of a big family. It was 
theorized that Caleb senior may have died 
from silicosis. This is a work-related disease 
acquired from breathing fine sand particles 
that would have occurred during ax grind- 
ing. Several other Hannums died at what 
would have been considered a young age. 

The business was prosperous enough 
to open a second factory located in the cen- 
ter of Huntington. In 1855 the Hannums 
annually used 11 tons of iron, 2 tons of 
cast steel and 2 tons of grind stones. The 
business had been in operation for 25 years 
with four employees making 450 dozen axes 
and other edge tools valued at $5,000. They 
apparently ordered imported stamp steel 
from New York City by 1848. This must 
have arrived by train. The axe business was 
a success. The family history is complicated 
by the fact that a cousin, Josiah Hannum, 
joined the business as well as another cousin 
(unrelated to Josiah) named Moses Hannum 
also joined the business. Suffice to say there 
were generations of Hannum axe makers. 

However, sometime in the 1860s busi- 
ness slackened and various family members 
relocated to axe businesses elsewhere in 
New England. The Civil War and an eco- 
nomic recession had an impact on the busi- 
ness. The factory in Huntington was sold 
to the Highland Mill owners who took it 
over to manufacture textiles. You can still 
see traces of the wall that formed the dam 
for the axe factory mill pond on top of 
Norwich Hull. There was also a whiplash 
factory located nearby in the 1800s. Many 
of the Hannums are buried in Norwich 
Hill Cemetery on County Rd, also close 
by. There is a tall Hannum obelisk grave 
marker with a “hatchet-in-hand” carving 
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A woodshed in Westhampton propped by a 
rock and branch, human ingenuity at work.

BECKET — A historic landmark in 
town, the First Congregational Church 
of Becket received a visit from a group 
of volunteers to begin repairs for interior 
structural damage to the Belfry. 

Huntington Architect Jeff Penn and 
PE John Wallen examined the structure, 
discovering damage dating back 150 
years. A group of volunteers installed 
a temporary support beam on Dec. 5, 
which will help stabilize the belfry for 
future remediation work. The group 
included Bill Cummings, Ray Ellsworth, 
Bill Mulholland and Kathy and Jack 
Rodhouse. 

“The old First Church on the 
Common in Becket is exemplary. Not 
only does it fulfill our image of our New 
England home, but it continues to serve 
the community regularly,’ Penn said. 
“This particular weekend just warms my 
heart. We had a great bevy of active peo- 
ple up there making a work crew to get 
this work done, get this temporary sup- 
port into the building. You can’t get more 
caring than that.” 

Penn and Wallen were first con- 
tacted by the Board of trustees for the 
church, who had concerns about the 
structure and wanted a professional look. 
During their investigation, hey discov- 
ered while the beams looked normal on 
the outside, some were hollow and not 
providing the necessary support. The 
damage was caused by water infiltration 
creating rot and insects removing mate- 


rial. The roof and exterior seal have been 
repaired and exterminator has treated the 
structure for the infestation. Penn said 
both maintenance tsks are ongoing. 

Penn also praised the dedication the 
trustees put into caring and maintaining 
the building and for noticing something 
was wrong. 

“It [the church] has a dedicat- 
ed group of trustees and volunteers 
who make it the vital member of the 
community it has remained,” he said. 
“Conditions at the church have deteri- 
orated slowly and been monitored and 
maintained by these dedicated local cit- 
izens. realizing the building was suffer- 
ing more than typical, the community 
reached out to myself and John Wallen, 
PE, to analyze the building and recom- 
mend repairs and maintenance.” 

A staple of New England archi- 
tecture, the white steeples of churches 
across the region are historic landmarks 
that could all face the same potential 
issues discovered inn Becket. Penn 
emphasized the importance for commu- 
nities to look for potential warning signs 
and contact their town Building Inspector 
if something seems wrong. 

“All over Western Massachusetts 
are these extraordinarily beautiful trea- 
sures of buildings that are the iconic 
new England white steeples. Whenever 
we come home, we know we’re home 
because we’ve driven through the town 
center and seen our church,” Penn said. 
“T like the idea of alerting people to not 
only how dedicated groups pay attention

to their buildings and how different prob- 
lems can be dealt with.” 

Typical warning signs may include 
degraded trim, checking if the ridge and 
eaves are straight, checking if the belfry 
or towers are straight, and if the building 
is in general looking decrepit. 

“These are Just kind of general 
conditions,’ Penn said. “Our building 
inspectors are very busy, but one of their 
more important charges is to maintain 
our public buildings. They’re definitely

Penn and Wallen’s next step for 
the Becket Church will be preparing a 
structural analysis for remediation of the 
building. The trustees will be able to use 
the analysis to get estimates for repair 
costs and plan fundraising efforts.

that extends from a tree trunk, symbolic 
of the family and its many generations 
of axe makers. The design is unique 
and unfortunately it is being erased by 
time and the elements. The Huntington 
Historical Society has three Hannum 
axes in its collection and two clearly 
have the Hannum name stamped on 
them. 

There are many different axes for 
different jobs but the common tool for 
felling trees was a felling axe, with a 
single blade or cutting bit that was kept 
knife sharp. A face cut or wedge would 
be chopped into a tree to direct where 
you wanted the tree to fall, like a hinge. 
Then the other side would be deeply 
chopped to cut the tree down. Next the 
tree would be limbed, where the branch- 
es were cut off and then “bucked,” which 
was cutting the tree into manageable 
logs. Then, it was log splitting time. 
That is a lot of chopping. There are axes 
with a double bit, both ends are sharp 
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blades. These were known as back stab- 
bers because of the damage an over- 
head swing could do. They commanded 
respect! Mostly getting the firewood was 
labor intensive. The work of forging, 
grinding and tempering the blade of an 
axe involved skilled craftsmanship. It 
was a highly valued tool. A sharp axe 
was a true friend indeed. 

Get out and flex your muscles with 
an axe. Be sure to muzzle it when you 
aren’t using it for safety’s sake. Have 
you ever noticed those abandoned wood 
piles, laying forlorn in the forest, bereft 
because they weren’t used? You axe 
handlers know what a relief it was to 
buy a cord of wood, split. Let the forest 
reclaim her own.

Scaparotti added specifications are 
not changing, and a conforming build- 
ing lot continues to be two acres with 
200 feet of frontage. Some people own 
property that is defined as a non-con- 
forming lot, it is less than the requisite 
two acres and 200 feet of frontage; 
these two kinds of lots were discussed 
and clarified among the board. Harris 
is both the building inspector and com- 
missioner, and he will be meeting with 
the Clerk, Assessor, and Selectboard to 
discuss and revise the checklist before 
it’s reviewed by the Selectboard again. 

Currently, the draft includes fill- 
ing out the building permit applica- 
tion fully and completely, and it must 
include the tax collector form. If other 
forms are needed along with the build- 
ing permit, those should be included 
too. These forms may include a work- 
er’s compensation form, homeowner 
form, HIC exemption form, and a dem-

National Grid needs to bring elec- 
tric service to the hut. Then, electri- 
cians will need to do the wiring con- 
nections into the hut and out to the 
generator. 

After all of the above tasks are 
completed, the components required to 
operate the fiber optic network will be

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olition sign-off form. 

The draft checklist also includes 
having a fee submitted and having 
two sets of construction plans that are 
drawn clearly and dimensioned cor- 
rectly. Site plans must be included if 
there is any plan to alter, construct, 
or re-construct and a permit for that 
needs to be included. Since Goshen is 
a Stretch Energy Code Community, all 
new construction must submit Mass 
Energy Code Comphance information. 

There are also required approv- 
als from other departments be submit- 
ted with permit applications, if neces- 
sary. For example, if someone wanted 
to change their driveway, it must be 
approved by the Highway Department 
before sending in the permit appli- 
cation to the Building Inspector. If 
there’s a well or onsite sewage, people 
Should contact the Board of Health; for 
house numbers or fire protection con- 
tact the Fire Department; for wetland 
protection and flood plains contact 
the Conservation Commission; for a 
copy of recorded decisions like special 
permits, variances, findings contact 
Zoning Board, and for a subdivision 
or approval not required, contact the 
Planning Board. 

Harris also included a permit sig- 
nature sheet for additional departments 
to sign off if needed. The application 
includes the permit number, and lists 
the department signatures needed for 
new house construction, additions, 
and for garages, decks, and other out- 
door buildings over 200 square feet. 
The signature form gives the needed 
department and its phone number and 
email, along with a spot for the depart- 
ments signature and the date they 
signed it. Harris is being thorough is 
the additional approvals and signatures 
if needed, and provides the informa- 
tion anyone will need.

One alternative 
option is postponing to another season 
later this year, which Committee mem- 
ber Paul Marcinek said isn’t a guarantee 
there will be enough schools then either. 

“There might not be a season to 
attempt later on because there won’t be 
enough schools in the bubble, as you say, 
to play,’ he said. “I think we have to do 
the best we can and if the season gets 
cancelled or moved, we play as many 
games as we can.” 

Plourd said, “If we decide to move 
forward as a school, we’ll do everything 
we can to set it up to have as many com- 
petitions as possible. At this time the 
schedule is calling for 10 games. If we 
start losing competitions, what I did in 
the fall was look to replace them.” 

The committee elected to postpone 
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the decision until Dec. 14 when more 
information may be available. The same 
decision was made for hockey. As a coop 
with Easthampton, hockey could not 
happen even with committee approval 
if Easthampton decides not to hold it, it 
won’t happen. Plourd also noted there 
have been issues finding a rink to play at. 

“If Smith Voc and Northampton are 
not eligible to participate because of their 
own decisions, that could pull the plug 
there. Easthampton could say they’re 
going to allow ice hockey and then not 
allow coop students to participate,” he 
explained. “A third thing that’s a poten- 
tial flaw in the process is we might not 
have a rink. We typically use Williston’s 
rink and Williston isn’t currently letting 
anyone use their rink.” 

Alpine and Nordic skiing both 
received committee sport. Both individ- 
ual competitions are easily adaptable for 
social distancing and masks. Alpine ski- 
ing does include four coop students from 
Smith Voc, who are former HRHS stu- 
dents and live in the district. 

“T think in many situations there 
will be agreeing levels of risk,’ Plourd 
said. “In alpine skiing the increase of risk 
would be the four students would be in 
our building to practice.
